FILLEY’S FOLLY. 


_In spite of his great reputation for 
political shrewdness Boss Filley is on the 
verge of an act of folly that will go far 
to neutralize any advantage his party in 
the House may have gained by “putting 
the Democrats in a hole” on a number of 
popular measures. 

There is no partisan advantage in the 


+ defeat of election reform under present 


conditions. As between the two parties 
in the Legislature honors are even. The 
Republican House has passed a bill (the 
Filley bill), which may be truthfully said 
to be a great improvement upon the 
present law. The Democratic Senate has 
amended that bill so as to make it a 
great deal better than the original House 
bill. ‘The House has rejected these 
amendments and insisted upon its own 
imperfect bull. 

If, therefore, election reform fails 
through the obstinacy of the two Houses 
there will be no Republican capital in 
the failure. It is true that the Repub li- 
can House offered a better law than the 
present one,but it is equally true that the 
Democratic Senate offered a law still 
better than the one proposed by the 
House. 

If there is any honest desire on Filley’s 
part for genuine election reform a com- 
promise will result from this situation. 
He controls the House absolutely. The 
House conferees will do his bidding. If 
he instructs them to accept a fair com- 
promise on the few points at issue there 
will be agreement.

CHICAGO'S “UNIMPORTANT AFFAIR.” 
The truth about the Chicago strike, 
which has gradually been breaking 


through the clouds of misrepresenta- 
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tion that surrounded it, is made clearer 
by the annual report of Chief Brennan 
of the Chicago police. 

He affirms the opinion, now generally 
accepted, that the strike was really an 
“unimportant affair.“ Most of the 
trouble, he says, was caused by mischie- 
vous half-grown boys, and there was little 


‘interference with non-union working- 


men. He substantiates Gov. Altgeld's 
statement by declaring that “there was 
no trouble where there were no troops. In 
all cases where the police were left to 
themselves peace was preserved.” The 
conduct. of the United States Deputy 
Marshals, who, it is asserted, were gath- 
ered from the lowest elements of the 
population, ts denounced in the report, 
These statements harmonize with all 
the testimony adduced in and out of 
court concerning the strike. The Debs 
trial practically collapsed because of 
lack of evidence for the prosecution. It 
is a remarkable fuct that of the persons 
injured in the collisions between the 
troops and the rioters only two were 
proved to be strikers. There is as much 
that the trouble was caused by 
the deputy marshals as that it was

KEEP ON THE SAFE SIDE. | 


Through the editorial columns of its 
organ the Edison Illuminating Company 
is trying hard to discredit the objections 
to the so-called compromise bill that were 
made so effectively in the news columns 
of the same organ.

It is 
obscure On sO many points that there 
is no likelihood that its obscurity is un- 
intentional. It was drawn by whrewd 
corporation lawyers who would find no 
difficulty whatever in making clear 
what they want to have clear, and 
equally little in mystifying what 
they want to keep obscure. It 
may be assumed that every doubtful 
word or clause is there with a calculated 
purpose, and that the interpretation 
that will ultimately be put on it is al- 
ready perfectly understood by the com- 
pany and its lawyers. 

The wiser course for the House to pur- 
sue is to pigeon-hole the bill. At the 
very least it should submit the bill to two 
able lawyers, familiar with corporation 
law, and not mere creatures of the cor- 
porations.

MISSOURI'S SUPERIOR ADVANTAGES. 


The appeal of Gov. Stone in behalf of 
the suffering farmers of Nebraska and 
Kansas suggests a gratifying contrast 
which should have its influence in 
prompting a generous response from the 
people of Missouri. 

There could be no better advertisement 
of Missouri than this appeal to Missouri 
farmers to help their Kansas and Ne- 
braska neighbors. For years a migra- 
tory tide of settlers has swept across the 
fair and fertile fields of Missouri to the 
farther West. 

So firmly convinced were these delude 
immigrants from the Bast that Kansas 
and Nebraska were paradises for pio- 
neers that they would not believe the evi- 
dences of their eyes and the proof of 
statistics as to the superior advantages 
of Missouri. 

After years of suffering on wind-swept 
and drought-afflicted prairies they have 
reached the depths of helpless poverty. 
Their mistake ig emphasized by the aid 
which the thriving people of Missouri 
will send them. The best help that can 
be given these poor sufferers is a lift into 
Missouri, where the soil and varied min- 
eral resources richly repay industry. 
But they are now suffering for the neces- 
sities of life and Missourians should 
show their willingness and ability to 
give them aid. 


MAKE THE PADRONES DISGORGE. 


By its exposure of the dishonest pa- 
drone system in street cleaning work the 
Post-Dispatch has won a victory for the 
poor laborers who work on the streets. 
It has put a stop to the double squeezing 
of them, first by the contractor and then 
by the superintendent. They will recefve 
hereafter the rate allowed by the city, 
$1.50 for a day’s work. 

But compelling the contractors and 
their overseers to deal honestly with their 
employes in future is not the only thing 
to be done. By falsely certifying that 
they paid their men at the rate of $1.50 
per day the contractors twice cheated the 
city. They took 60 cents of the money 
appropriated for labor hire and 10 per 
cent of 60 cents, or 5 cents more than they 
were entitled to, for supervision of the 
work. On the daily wage of every la- 
borer who was paid $1 the laborer got 
60 cents less than was due him and the 
city was robbed of 66 cents. 

All of this loot should have gone into 
street work. The contractors must be 
forced to disgorge it. Prompt, vigorous 

must be taken to recover every 
cent for the city. 


THE SPANIGH MONARCHY’S WEAKNESS. 

The Governor of Madrid settled the 
trouble arising from the riotous attack of 
army officers on the offices of newspapers 
which criticised the military, by warning 
the officers that he would hold them 
personally responsible for disorder and 
would shoot any editor whd indulged in 
criticism of the army. 

The soldiers who attacked the newspa- 
pers were guilty of violation ot law and 
of a gross breach of discipline. They 
should haye been punished without ref- 
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ish monarchy by anarchical outbreaks 
in Spain and a revolutionary uprising in 
Cuba. A government that cannot gov- 
ern its own servants is afflicted with a 
fatal weakness. The time is ripe for 
its demise.

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BANKERS’ OBJECTIONS. 


Why They Want the Bank Examination 
Bill Vetoed. 


Special to the Post-Dispach. 

JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 23.—Gov. 
Stone signed the bank inspection law to- 
day notwithstanding the protests of about 
600 private and State banks. 


JEFFERSON CITY, Mo., March 23.— 
Frank P. Hays of Lancaster, Secretary of 
the Missouri Bankers’ Association, in be- 
half of that body writes Gov. Stone request- 
ing that House bill No. 486 to authorize an 
examination of the banks of the State be 
vetoed. He holds that as there are 600 banks 
in the State, two examiners as provided by 
the bill, could not possibly properly exam- 
ine the banks annually. It would mean only 
one day for each man at each bank, not al- 
lowi any time for traveling. Besides, one 
examination a year is not sufficient. There 
should be frequent and thorou examina- 
tions to be of any avail. As the examina- 
tions under the — — bill anal be farces, 
Mr. Hays ad les that the banks should not 
de taxed th the additional burdens: it 
would * on them. 

If banks are to be examined by the State 
the work should not be done by two clerks 
appointed by the Secretary of State and 
working under him.
